SHORTAGE OF
SHUCKERS SEEN

Expected To k—eep Down
Oyster Shipments

Crisfield, Oct. 22--A shortage
of oyster shuckers is expected to
keep oyster shipments from here
below normal, but prices are rood
for the packers and quality
is good.

A report this week showed that
a cargo of 1,000 bushels had to be
rlanted again when shucking hous-
es were unable to handle them, be-
cause few shuckers wer at work.

While the season does not begin
in earnest until November 1 when
dredging starts, usually the shuck-
ing houses have the shuckers lined
up before that time, but this year
shuckers have moved away or have
gone into other jobs.

Packers are hopeful for more
help as the canning season is a-
bout over and many may be avail-
able for shucking. |

Packers are paying 50 cents per
gallon for shucking.
~"Shéll'stock has been above $2 per
hushel, and probably will be in that
price range for most of the season
unless the supply of shell oysters
is greater than the packers can
handle. But with fewer dredgersat
work, it is expected that shell oys-
ters will remain high in price, and
this, added to the high price for
shucking, containers, and other
overhead, means the ultimate con-
sumer will have to pay high prices
for the finished product.

Yanks’ Drive Prevents
Nazis From Setting
Up New Line

Allied Headquarters, Algiers.
Oct. 22— (AP)—Pursuing the re-
treating enemy too close to permit
him to establish new defense posi-
tions, American troops of the Fifth
Armv captured the important road
junetion town of Alife in a 10-
mile advance and beat off a furious
German counter-attack, Gen
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s headguar-
ters said today.

From the Middle Eost RAF
bombers attacks airfields at Mar-
itza (Rhodes) Wednesday night
with bursts occuring on the run-
way and in the landing area, a
Cairo announcement said.

Loudon, (')ct.. 22— (AP)—The
German High Command today
published details of an alleged plan
by Marshal Pietro Badoglio to kid-
nap Hitler as well as Mussolini._

The plan was said to have been
discovered among captured mili-
tary documents.

The anncuncement was made by
Berlin radio in a broadcast re-
corded by Reuters.

The kidnap plot story by DNB,
Nazi news agency, said “docu-
ments” supplied by the German
High Command to the Voelkischer
Beobachter, chief Nazi party
newspaper, revealed the plot in
which King Victor Emmanuel as
well as Badoglio planned to de-
liver both Hitler and Mussolini
to the Allies, *

“Badoglio requested the Italian
military attache in Berlin to eall
on the fuehrer at his headquarters
and ask him in the name of the
king to come to Ttaly to discuss,
with the king and Badoglio, gov-
ernment measures to intensify resi-
stance against the common enemy,”

“Today it is known,” DNB con-
tinued, “that the King and Bado-
glio arranged with the enemy to
place into his hands the fuchrer as
well as the Duce.”

Washington, Oect. 22— (AP)—
Judging by the way it awept
through the House, the bill repeal-
ing the 61l.ycar old Chinese exclu-
sion laws today appeared headed
for quick approval in the Senate
and relay to President Roosevelt
who requested it as a sign of
friendship to China,

Scnator Andrews (D-Fla) co-
sponsor of the legislation, which
passed the House yesterday on a
voice vote, said he was urging its
consideration by the Senate with-
out delay.

The bill would admit 106 Chinese
annually on a quota basis, and
allow them to become citizens,

The House defeated a series of
amendments offered by opponents
who contended the immigration
laws should not be changed in war-
time.

President Roosevelt
Suffers Head Cold

Washington, Oct. 22— (AP) —
President Roosevelt is suffering
from a head cold. All his appoint-
ments for today were cancelled.

Secretary Stephen Early said
that Mr. Roosevelt’s physician,
Rear Admiral Ross T. Mclntire,
found him “suffering from a slight
head cold and a few aches through
the body and found it best to can-
cel all appointments.”

This was purely a precautionary
measure, Early said, since the pres-
ident has no temperature, He said
Mr. Roosevelt has felt the cold
toming on for the last several days.

MARUDERS HIT
NAZI AIR BASE
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Follow Up Night Raids
On Western Germany

London, QOct. 22— (AP)-——Amer-
ican Marauder bombers, support-
ed hy Allied fighters, raided the
Nazi air base st Evreux-Fauville,
France, today as a quick daylight
follow-up to raids on western Ger-
many last night by RAF Mosqui-
toes.

While the Allies thus kept their
day-night offensive rolling against
Germany and occupied territories,
Nazi raiders made hit-run attacks
on London for the sixth successive
night, causing some casualties and
damage.

Details concerning the RAF on-
erations were not immediately dis-
closed, the Air Ministry limiting
itself to thc terse announcement
that “Mosquitoes of the bomber
command without loss attacked ob-
jectives in western Germany.”

Only a few—perhaps two or
three—of the small formations of
enemy raiders which crossed the
English southeast coast actually
penetrated to the London arca.
The others presumably were scar-
ed off by RAF night fighters,

The German  planes  dropped
flares over several sections of the
city, but bombs fell only in out-
lying districts.

Like the othcer recent raids on
London, last night’s presumably
was for propaganda purposes.
Highly colored accounts of thesc

Yugoslav Partisans

Capture Iron Mine

London, Oct. 22— (AP)—Strong
partisan forces have stormed into
Bosanska Dubica in north central
Yugoslavia and also have captured
the Lvubiva iron mine, second lare-
est in Europe, a Yugoslav Libera-
tion Army communique announced
today.

The communique, broadcast by
the free Yugoslav radio and re-
corded by the Associated Press,
<ajd these important victories were
achieved by storm units of the
Elevenih Brigade of the Fifth Yu-
goslav Corps commanded by Mi-
losh Shelegovic.

Storming of Bosanska Dubica,
the bulletin declared, was accom-
plished after the guerrillas, in a
surprise attack, blew up a bridge
over the Una River. They cap-
tured 120 Nazi prisoners and war
material.

The Lynbiya iron mine is lo-
cated near Pripedor, about 16 miles
southwest of Bosanska Dubica, and
was said to have been an import-
ant sourec of iron ore for Ger-
many’s war plant. The guerrillas,
led by Col. Slavko Rcdie, destroy-
cd all the mine's installations, the
communique said, rendering it use-
texs for months te come.
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
